AND Till! RKASON FOIl THK FAr.T. IN 


THK I'HIOISS OF FAKIt J'JtODUCTS. 


The, following is part of Secretary 


Morton's annual report: 


The farmers of the United States hold 


72 out of each 100 (arms—occupied by 
their owners—absolutely fiee from mort- 
gages or other enciunbiauces. The debts 
secured b; liens upon lands uned for till- 
age aud the production of ciops aggre- 
gate, atter tluowing out the. mortgage 
indebtedness of railroads and other cor- 
porations, less than one sixth ol' the total 
indebtedness of the citizens ot the. Unit- 
ed States seemed upon leal estate. 


Out ot each thousand lairns in the 


United States only 2S2 aie mortgaged, 
aud tbrce-fouithu ot the money repre- 
sented by tlie mortgages upou the 2S2 
larms was lot the puicbase of: thoselarms 
or tor money but rowed to HLprove those 
farms. Aud Hie prevalent idea that the 
West aud the touutli are uiore heavily 
burdened with iaiin moiigagea than tho 
J5.iat and 
-Nuiiueaat sections ot the 


United biatua is entirely erroneous. 


Tlie States along Ui« North Atlantic 


shores aie quite heavily encumbered 
wall tana mortgages, and Xew Jciuey 
cameu a debt 01 tins kind greater, iu 
proportion to itu faiui valuations, than 
au> State m tba Ameiicaii Union. 


Tne confataut complaint by the alleged 


fiiends or laiineis, aau by souie raraicis 
thunibelvts, is that thbGoVdinnieut does 
nothing ror agricultui e. lu couventioub 
and congiedseB it lias been urocUimvd 
that the laitneia or the country aie al- 
muat universally m debt, despondent aud 
sufleiiug. 
Iiuigcly tattbo declarations 


are without louudatiou. Tneir utter- 
ance is a buhltlemeut of agriculture and 
an indignity to every intelligent and 
practical farmer of tbe United States. 
The free and independent laiuieis of ibis 
country are not impoverished; they are 
not meudicauts; they aie noi watdaol 
the Government to be Ueated to annui- 
ties, like Indians upon reservations. Ou 
the other baud, they aie the lepieseiit- 
atives of the oldest, most honoiable, aud 
most ebueulial occupation of tne human 
race. Upon it all other vocations depend 
for subsistence and prospeiity. 
The 


farmer is th« co-paitnerof tlie elements. 
His intelligently dueled efforts aie m 
unison with tbe light and heat of. Uiu 
sun, aud the suceebs of his labors repre- 
sents the commingling of tbe ramdiopa 
and his own sweat. 


Legislation can neither plow nor plant. 


Tbe intelligent, practical, and successiul 
farmer needs no aid from the Govern- 
ment. The iguoiaut, nupiactical, and 
indolent farmer deserves none. It is riot 
the business of Government to legislate 
m behalf of any dabs of eiu/eus because 
they are engaged in any specific calling, 
no matter how essential the calling maj 
be to the needs and comforts of civiliza- 
tion. Law makers cannot eiose natural 
laws nor restrict or efface the operation 
of economic laws. 
It is a benelicent 


arrangement of tbe order of things and 
the conditions of human hie that legis- 
lators are not permitted 10 repeal, amend, 
or revise the laws of production AIM dis- 
tribution. 


The attention of those who complain 


of the condition of the American farmei 
and the hardships which, by stress ol the 
competition of all farmeis of all tbe 
world, he is at times compelled to endure, 
is called to tho fact that nearly '2 000,000 
of farms of SO acn s each in the United 
States have been given away b> the Gov- 
ernment under the hornesteful act of 
1800, dunug the last thirty yeaiu. Those 
farms contain many millions of acreu of 
arable laud. 


This giving cf somethin;; for nothing 


has resulted in an abnormall} rapid in- 
crease of the acreage under tillage in the 
United States during the last Unity 
years. This also has canned decline in 
farm laud values m the Jiibtern and 
older States. Under the timoei-culture 
law the amount donated was equivalent 
to over 550,000 more iarmu of the same 
size. This lakes no accuuuiof the desert 
land latts, under which numberless?choice 
locations were given away, or of the 
large body of land patented to Stateb ami 
corporations and sold at neaily nominal 
prices to build up the country. Lands 
long tilled aud rendered partially infer- 
tile could not, of course, enhance in value 
aud sell in competition with virgin soil 
which was being donated by the general 
Government. Lmss of rail transporta 
tion have either pioneered the homestead 
lands or quickly followed their settle- 
ment. Reduction in the cost of carnage 
has made the long haul ot the products 
from those far away—given away—farms 
but a triile more than the fieight upou 
products grown iu the Middle and Eist- 
ern States going to the same domestic 
maiketg or to those of Europe. 


No legislation relative to the public 


domain has been so dnecUy mimical to 
the farmers who had bought and paid 
for the lands upon which they lived and 
labored. Until the homestead law*caoie 
into vigor, in 1SGO, the farmers of tbe 
United States competed witb each other 
upon land representing accumulated cap- 
ital and fixed investments, but after tbe 
homestead-law lands began to produce 
aud ship into market ciops from the vast 
area of fertility which they represent, 
Eastern and Middle Slates' land values 
declined. It was impossible for them to 
enhance in competition with fresher and 
more productive laud obtained as gratu- 
ities by other fanners. 
It was equally 


impossible—demand remaining station- 
ary and supply suddenly increasing—for 
farmers iu the older States to profitably 
sell their products in competition with 
those of tbe newer Stages grown upon 
lands which cost their owners nothing.

i her proof, is needed of this fact than the 
heroic methods by which we accomplish- 
ed the switt reduction of our war debt, 
and the unexampled and atrocious ex- 
travagance with which year after year 
the vast accumulations in the Treasury 
have been dissipated for otner purposes 
and scattered like chan" before the wind. 
Tbe United States will be checked in 
their imperial growth by tbe shackles 
imposed upon industry and commerce 
when -Dmgley and Aldncb aud McKm- 
ley shall havecotupleted their work. But 
the country can stand a heap of miegov- 
ernment, extravagance and folly, and 
yet be tbe best country m tbe world to 
live in. 


McKmley will only be witb us four

at Harrisburg, den'ningthe rights of road- 
sters.

Provided, That where any person shall 


be prevented from passing any vehicle in 
the manner hereinbefore provided for, he 
shall follow such vehicle until a reasona- 
ble opportunity offers to pass (if going in 
the 
pame direction, or if going in an 


opposite direction), shall be permitted to 
pass on the ot>hei side. 
And provided 


that a heavily ladim vehicle shall always 
have tlie right of way against one not 
laden, and if lawfully upon the left side of 
the rond shall not be required to turn 
therefrom for a vehicle not laden until a 
convenient and easy place for doing EO 
ehall be reached by said laden vehicle, 
and that where one or more vehicles shall 
be willfully or negligently obstructing the 
way they shall, upon request of the oc- 
cupant of a vehicle desiring to pass, draw 
aside sufliciently to permit the said vehicle 
to pass in comfort and safety. 


Section 2. Any person willfullv vio- 


lating any of the provisions of this act 
shall be guilty of a misderneanorj and 
upon conviction before any alderman, 
magistrate, Justice of the peace, or court 
of law shall be subject to a penalty of not 
less thau five, nor tnoru than iifty dollars,

QUICK MONEY. 


Tlie hog stands to-day, and always has 


superior to any o£ our domestic animal 
as a money-maker. 
It lias been said tha 


for big money breed horses, for suri 
money cattle, but for quick money hogs 
Yet to-day we might combine all tbre 
sayings in the latter, as the breeding am 
feeding of swine most assuredly pays the 
general farmer better, surer aud quickei 
than any of our domeatic animals, 1101 
even barring the dairy cow. What can 
•A farmer (ind tor the small amount in 
vested in ten good brood sows, safe ir 
farrow, of any of the improved breeds of 
to-day, that will bring pigs m the spring 
that with proper care and liberal feed 
will during a twelvemonth return such a 
profit on the investment as will these 
self-same ten brood sows and tlieir pro- 
duce ? 


Good well-bred pigs, fan-owed in Feb- 


ruary or March, the earlier Uie better, 
by being properly er.reel for during the 
first three months while with their dams, 
until good grass comes, preferably the 
clovers, and then we ined and put on 
clover pasture with a good dry place to 
sleep, and in addition to the clover have 
all the shelled corn, soaked until soften- 
ed, together with what wheat and mid- 
dlings as a slop they will eat, can be 
made to weigh about one pound per day 
from birth, aud by October 1st, or any 
time before the large run of fall hogs are 
ready for maiket, being ten to twelve 
dollars per head in the average market, 
and show a grand good profit for all feed 
consumed. 
The reason I speak of shell- 


ed corn soaked is that I consider it, whe 
combined with clover pasture, a well- 
balanced ration, aad by soaking it the 
pigs will eat much more than they will 
from the ear. The liquid or water in 
which the coin is soaked should by all 
means be given to the pigs, either as a 
drink or mixed with good wheat mid- 
dlings, for this corn juice to a hog is like 
beer to a Dutchman, it helps to round 
him out. 


There is another profitable way. This 


is by raising late summer pigs, that may 
be weaned say by September aud then 
have the run of the pastures, though 
there may be but little grass at this time 
of the yaar, but what there is, together 
with a good feed twice daily of ground 
wheat, whe^t middlings or ground rye. 
will push them along nicely. Ou many 
farms pumpkins are grown, which make 
a grand good fall feed for pigs or shoals, 
especially when a little green corn can be 
fed along with them. Shoats of this age 
with good dry shelter in which to sleep 
during the winter can be carried through 
at a small cost. If a field of fall ryt- 
sowu very early, say in August or Sep- 
tember, can be had for them, it will fur- 
nish green feed for the whole winter 
when not covered with snow, und this 
with a feed or two daily of gram will 
keep them growing and thriving at small 
expense, ready for early grats and heavj 
feeding to fmish tor a summer market, 
which by comparison will be found for a 
series of years to be the highest of the 
year.—A. J. I.OVKJOY, in The li»ml

THE JJUOOD SOW. 


The management is notdiilicult if but 


one litter a year is raised. 
JSut with 


those who desire twohtteu gome atten- 
tion is required to maintain the vitality 
of the sow as a breeder and thereby pro- 
duce strong and healthy pigs each farrow 
and furnish suUicieulIy rich milk to give 
them a fair start before weaning timo. 
The neglect of the sow is sure to destroy 
iu a greater or less degree, her vitality as 
a breed"11 winch, of course, tells upon 
the next litter of pigs. I have known 
farmers, young farmers especially, who 
turn the sow out to graze as soon as grass 
makes its appearance aud let her take 
care of herself until the next autumn. 
Then if she did not come up with a 
strong, healthy litter of pigs, they say 
that sho was not lit for abroad sow, and 
turn her into the fattening pen. 


With reasonable care a sow should 


produce as good a litter of pigs at 10 
years of ace as at three. The fact that 
she has been bred a number of times 
should not in the least impair her value. 
Xot every sow selected for a breeder 
should be kept for such, but every young 
sow possessing the essential qualities of 
a good mother will continue to breed 
well until at least 10 years of age. I 
have known sows to breed as well at 12 
aud 13 as at three or four. These, how- 
ever, were exceptional cases and I wo'uld 
not advise keeping the sows much longer 
than 10 years. On the other hand, if a 
young 3"^ does not show at the second 
or third breeding that she is a good brood 
animal, the best plan is to sell her for 
pork as soon as possible. But keep the 
one which does possess these qualities, 
take care of her and she will help lift 
the mortgage from the farm. 


For pasture, blue (jriws or clover sod 


is the best. I nan the Litter. Timothy 
sod does not suit the suw and they are 
too much inclined to root in it, and for 
the same reason I do not think the ranqe 
of woodland to be very good. With Uie 
range of blue grass or clover, the sow 
gets enough exercise aud sunlight. Give 
plenty of wator and shade, it po.-isible, 
supply running water, but if this cannot 
be obtained provide a pond or wallow. 
This can be constructed without much 
labor or expense and 
will lie tonud 


profitable. 


When the tims comes for feeding man- 


gels, pampkins, etc., give the sow a lib- 
eral supply. For a slop I pn ter Iran 
aud shorts mixed with a little skimmilk. 
The milk, however, should not be used 
to a very great extent, say one quart uf 
milk to a bucket of bran fed once a day. 
If, a-fter harvest, the sow is turned into 
the stubble Held, great care should be 
taken to see that she has an abundance 
of water and shade. If this caution is 
neglected the change from slops or green 
pasture to the dry grain will be vciy 
detrimental.

When to use manure so as to avoid 


loss is a frequent subject for discussion. 
While enterprising farmers may use 
every effort to carefully preserve the 
manure, the majority do not do so, the 
result being loss from the heating of the 
heap by the direct rays of the sun, which 
iuduces rapid decomposition, "Cre-fang- 
ing" and the escape of the volatile am- 
monia, aa well as the carrying off of the 
soluble portions by leaohing from heavy 
rains. To preserve tbe manure it is 
deemed best by some to spread it OQ the 
land every week, thus retaining none in 
tbe barn-yard, working the manure into 
the soil with a cultivator or by plowing 
under witb a one-horse plow. Tbe 
liquids may be absorbed with 
cut 


straw 
and dried earth, and kept 


under shelter or used on crops that re- 
quire plant food immediately. It ia a 
fact that on ordinary farms only one- 
third of the actual plant food existing in 
manure ever reaches tbe soil and plants 
owing to losses before it is spread on t-ie 
land.

An increase par acre 
in yield of only one or two bushels would 
give a profit which, though not very great 
apparently, amounts to a large sum for 
the wholecountry. If the yield of wheat 
in this country per acre equaled that of 
Europe onr annual production would be 
1,000,000,000 busheis.

It costs about IS cents to send a bushel 


of wheat to Liverpool from Chicago. 
Fifty years ago the cost of sending a 
bushel of wheat from sections near Phil- 
adelphia now reached in an hour by rail 
was much more. With improved modes 
and facilities ot transportation distance 
has been obliterated and the market ex- 
tended until shipments depend on lime 
and not the number of miles. Grain is 
cheaper because it can be produced at 
less cost with machines and is more eas- 
ily shipped. The solution of the problem 
is to grow laigor crops per acre.

It costs leas for fertilizer to produce 


clover than it does of any other farm 
crop. The reason is that corn, wheat, 
prtatoes, rye, etc., 
require nitrogen, 


which costs from thiee to 8ve times as 
tnucli as the mineral fertilizers. 
As 


clover derives its nitrogen from the 
sources existing iu the air it need only 
be supplied with mineral fertilizers (pot- 
ash aud phosphates,) which are cheap 
compared with the cost of fertiliz-rs 
adapted for wheat and other grains.

One of tbe causes ot the deterioration 


of Hocks of poultry is the practice of sell- 
ing off the old hens and using pullets. 
Pullets will probably lay more eggs than 
will hens the first year, bntchicks hatch- 
ed from eggs laid by pullets are not as 
strong and vigorous as those produced 
Crom eggs laid by hens. It is also less 
expensive to retain the hens than to feed 
pullets a whole year before they are old 
enough to lay. liens are serviceable un- 
til live years old, and sometimes longer, 
the slock being less liable to disease and 
loss of vigor if cocks 18 months old and 
hens ovur two years old are used for 
breeding purposes instead of pullets that 
are mated with cockerels.

Buckwheat is regarded as a crop for 


poor laud, but it does best under favor- 
able conditions. The blossoms provide 
excellent forage for the bses to work 
upon and it is also regarded as a very 
appropriate crop for plowing under. 
It 


is a summer crop and shades the land, 
the yield of grain, however, seldom pay- 
ing for the seed aud labor on poor land, 
it being used mostly for turning under 
while in blossom. 


Whitewash and paint, in proportion to 


cost, add more to the value of a farm 
than anything else. A buyer w ho desires 
to purchase a farm is governed largely in 
his choice by the external appearance of 
the buildings, aud even if the farm is re- 
garded as a homestead, not to be sold, it 
will be belter appreciated if kept in a 
neat condition.

Potatoes nearly always do well on 


clover sod land, and are much less liable 
to disease than when grown with stable 
manure. Land that has been in clover 
should produce a good crop of potatoes 
without the application of manure.

Corn, shorta and skim milk make a

Wheat may replace the 
shorts. These foods assist in producing 
flesh so rapidly as to enable the feeder to 
dispose of his pigs to advantage whun 
young, yet of good weight.

It IB 
sometimes lecommended to soak need 
corn in water in which paris green hiis 
been dissolved. But there is In all heavy 
soils enough iron to neutralizepariflgreen 
poison ul moat aa soon as it is applied. 


There is nothing better to make young 


pigs grow than a patch of peas, into 
which they may be turned an hour or so 
every day until the peas become so scarce 
Shat all day is required to satisfy them. 
They furnish the same kind of nutrition 
that milk does, aud at a much cheaper 
rale. When thus fed their frames will 
grow rapidly, and they can be given corn 
teed later in the season, without the in- 
jury that comes to hogs summered on 
grass and clover and suddenly changed 
to corn.
